School was established. The plant consisted of one dormitory and a small administra- 
tion building. The enrollment was small and extra-curricular activities were few. From 
the beginning, however, there was a spirit of aggressiveness. Soon another dormitory 
was added; a football field was made; and a gymnasium was built by boys taking 
agriculture. 

Finally the mighty force of the Holmes Junior College slogan. "Grow with a growing 
Institution," must have been felt keenly, for such a strong demand for college training 
came that in 1925 the authorities saw fit to add one year of college work, and in 1927 
a second year. These additions brought more students, who in turn made expansion 
necessary. Therefore, in 1928, faculty, students, and friends of the school, led by 
President M. C. McDaniel, worked diligently for the voting of a bond issue to begin 
a building program. From this program resulted a complete remodeling of the old 
buildings and the construction of an auditorium, a new dormitory, an agriculture build- 
ing, and a home economics cottage. Later on, when the federal government began its 
projects of school aid. Holmes Junior College received a share of its funds and the 
gymnasium was renovated and a gas heating system was installed. The gradual digging 
down and leveling of eroded land into an up to date athletic field was hegun years 
before, but very little was accomplished until tw 0 years ago . At Um tlme a wm 
grant from the government gave to the college the very modern Branch Field. 

Along with the growth of the schooi has come an increase in its prestige. fet on.v 
has t received full recognition by the State Accrediting Commission and by the
